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AMA, SMC & Pace ink 
supercross pact 


WESTERVILLE, OH, SEPT. 28 

An agreement has been signed by representatives of the American 
Motorcyclists Association and key supercross promoters Stadium 
Motorsports Corporation (SMC) and Pace Management Corporation 
that will see the AMA once again sanction all supercross races in the 
U.S. beginning in 1985. The announcement was made Friday, Sep- 
tember 28, after the conclusion of three days of discussions in Hous- 
ton involving AMA’s Wayne Moulton, SMC’s Mike Goodwin, Jeanne 
Sleeper and Joe Lillis, and Pace’s C.E. Altman and Alan Becker. 

While specific details of the pact have not been disclosed, Moulton 
said the AMA will be responsible for sanctioning and officiating 
supercross events, while Insport will take care of the promotional 
aspects of the series. 

“What we'll have is a unified supercross and National MX program 
for 1985,” said Moulton, ‘‘The supercross end will retain the name of 
the Insport Tour, sanctioned by the AMA, and those events will be 
combined with the AMA outdoor National MX Series to form the 
Grand National Championship MX Series. From that, we'll crown a 
Grand National MX Champion, Supercross Champion, and 125, 250 
and 500cc National Champions.” 

Ironically, it was breaking off of similar talks between the AMA, 
SMC and Paceat the end of 1983 that led to the formation of Insport. 
Insport has sanctioned and run all events in the 1984 Wrangler 
Supercross Series, while the AMA was left out of the picture entirely. 

According toa press release from the AMA, SMC’s Mike Goodwin, 
who invented supercross in the early 70s, said, “I’m extremely 
pleased that AMA's Wayne Moulton, my motorsport organization, 
and the Pace Management people have looked into the long-term 
improvements of the sport in reaching this milestone accord. Moto- 
cross and supercross will prosper under the new AMA agreement.’’ 

The same release quoted Pace’s Altman as saying, “I am very 
happy with the arrangement and am looking forward to 1985 with 
new enthusiasm.” 

Moulton said the role of Insport will be ‘‘to work with the promo- 
tional aspects of the series, including securing television coverage 
and additional sponsors. | expect to see Gene Trobaugh continue as 
the head of Insport.”’ 





International Six Days Enduro

Randy Hawkins (Hus) and Fred Hoess (KTM) were on the DNF list 
after day one, leaving 20 of the 22 starting Americans still running. 





Harley-Davidson considers 
West Berlin factory 


LONDON, SEPT. 28 

Harley-Davidson has confirmed reports that the Milwaukee company 
is negotiating with the West Berlin Economic Development Office 
regarding the possible construction of a factory in West Berlin. 
According to officials of the Development Office, Harley-Davidson 
has been involved in discussions since November 1982, and the 
possibility of Harley building a factory to produce the Porsche- 
designed Nova V-4 hinges on crucial talks between the company, 
Development Office officials and West German banks. The talks are 
scheduled for next month. 

Advantages of locating in West Berlin include tax concessions, 
government-subsidized rent and low-interest loans. It was for those 
very reasons that BMW established a factory in West Berlin, which is 
surrounded by communist East Germany. 

West Berlin government sources say that the proposed factory 
would build the new four-cylinder Nova machine, and that the bike 
could be on sale in 1986 or 1987. 

Harley-Davidson Corporate Public Relations Manager Bob Klein 
responded to the report by saying, ‘“We have been holding discus- 
sions with West Berlin officials on the subject of funding Nova. We're 
looking for funding for production of the Nova project. 

“We've been holding discussions with a number of parties and 
West Berlin is one of them. We really don’t want to get into the details 








until — when and if — something is finalized.”

Yamaha, one of the sponsors of 
the Cal-Expo Supercross, took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to pub- 
licly debut its 1985 YZs. Prior to 
the first qualifying heat, Ricky 
Johnson and Broc Glover made a 
circuit of the track, mounted on 
the new YZ250 and YZ490, respec- 
tively. Fans got another look at the 
red-and-white wonders during in- 
termission before the final, as the 
entire line, from the YZ80 up, was 
shown off. When racing got under- 
way, Glover, Johnson and Keith 
Bowen raced their regular produc- 
tion-based racers, which were still 
yellow and black, however. 


A recent desert story contained a 
small error in the results supplied by 
the sponsoring club. John Blakeney, 
a 250cc Expert, rides a Husqvarna, 
not a Honda.

Hansford, driving with Alan Mof- 
fat in a Mazda RX7, finished third 
in the prestigious Bathurst 1000 
(kilometer) touring car race in Aus- 
tralia September 29. 


A proposed FIM European Stadium- 
cross Series received a major setback 
when the manufacturers told the 
sport's international governing body 
they wouldn't support the proposed 
Rodil Cup Championship. An in- 
dustry spokesman said, “The present 
World Championship set up already 
costs us a lot of time and money. Asa 
body we felt that the present situation 





regarding stadium events is satisfac- 
tory and no official sanction for a 
series is warranted. The calendar is 
already too crowded with races which 
we must support.” 


Starting with the Springfield Mile 
on Saturday, October 13, Stroh 
Brewery, maker of Stroh’s, Stroh 
Light, Erlanger and Signature beer, 
will become a major sponsor of 
Camel Pro Series mile races. Stroh 
has posted a rider point fund of 
$10,000 for the Springfield Mile, 
the concluding round of the ‘84 
Camel Pro Series. The winner at 
Springfield will pocket $5,000, 
with $3,000 going to the runner- 
up, and $2,000 to the third-place 
finisher. In 1985, Stroh will award 
the Stroh Cup plus a $50,000 
point fund with $20,000 of that 
going to the Camel Pro Series mile 
race champion. The October 13 
Springfield Mile plus six mile Na- 
tionals in 1985 will be taped for 
future network telecast by the Peter 
Starr Production Co. of Los 
Angeles. 


Cagiva will show its 1985 models to 
the press on October 10, according to 
acompany spokesman. The motocross 
line includes a repli-racer WMX125 
based on Corrado Madii’s GP bike, 
and the long-awaited water-cooled 
WMX500 with a five-speed transmis- 
sion. Some dual-purpose and trials 
bikes marketed in 1983-84 will be dis- 
continued. New to the Cagiva line 
will be the Elefant, a 750cc V-twin 
dual-purpose machine, and in devel- 
opment for later introduction is a 
500cc DOHC four-stroke single dirt 
bike. Three new street machines will 
be shown to the press; their model 
designation and displacements un- 
known at this time. 


California Governor George Deuk- 
mejian vetoed Assembly Bill 2489, 
which would have established a 
self-funding motocycle safety and 
education program in the state, on 
September 29. In vetoing the bill, 
Deukmejian said, “The need for 
and the potential effectiveness of 
this bill is questionable. Motorcycle 
safety is but one aspect of overall 
highway safety.” Riders wishing 
to urge their state assembly or 
senate representatives to override 
the veto, or to let the governor 
know of their displeasure, can write 
to either, care of the State Capitol, 
Sacramento, CA 95814. 


Motorcycle World with Larry Huff- 
man will be aired on the USA Cable 
Network starting in mid-January. 
The cable TV network reaches 26.3 
million homes across the country; 
Huffman’s show is slotted for a 13- 
week series initially and was accepted 
by the network due to the show's 
high ratings when shown last summer 
on Los Angeles’ KNBC. 


In anticipation of the Motorcycle 
World cable deal, Huffman had a 
four-camera crew at Willow 
Springs Raceway shooting the 
Kerker four-four and the Budwei- 
ser/Kerker Superbike 100 on Sep- 
tember 15 and 16. Director Paul 
Vogel says his cameras caught 
Wes Cooley sliding both wheels of 
his Yoshimura Suzuki in turn nine. 


Kawasaki Motors Corp. U.S.A. has 
refused to sell about 120 ATVs direct 
to Drexel Chemical Co. of Memphis, 
Tennessee for use as promotional give- 
aways with truckloads of farm chem- 
icals. A similar sale of ATCs direct to 
Drexel enraged Honda dealers recent- 
ly; Kawasaki spokesman Mel Moore 
said the company turned down the

Ponca thunderstorm 


Regarding Michael Mueller’s let- 
ter in (Cycle News, September 19), I 
would like to comment on his obser- 
vation that the race should have been 
stopped due to a thunderstorm. As 
the official announcer for the Ponca 
City Grand Nationals, and the an- 
nouncer who was working at the 
time of the storm, I feel that I can 
clarify the situation. 

First and foremost, it should be 
known that we did, in fact, have up- 
to-the-second weather information 
available at all times. In fact, both 
Steve Lamb of WBBZ-AM, and Jeff 
Geurin of KLOR-FM were constantly 
advising me as to the situation. As 
KLOR also has the only weather 
radar in Northern Oklahoma, we 
were instantly made aware of any 
changes in the storm. I was also con- 
stantly on the NMA radios with race 
director Ted Moorewood and NMA 
president Ron Henrickson, keeping 
them aware of the situation. At no 
time, was the weather/race/communi- 
cation situation not being totally 
monitered. 

Regarding the excellent photo in 
Cycle News that Mr. Mueller menti- 
oned; I was looking at the starting 
line at the time that lightning bolt 
flashed, along with several people 
from Ponca City. They all assured me 
that, regardless of how it looked, that 
bolt was at least several miles away. 
At that time, there was no rain, only 
some very strong winds, which by 
themselves caused no hazard to the 
racers, as the dust situation was well 
under control at that time. It should 
also be remembered that a race can be 
stopped with very little warning 
should it need be. And finally, races 
have been run under many times 
worse conditions, both at Ponca City 
and probably every race track in the 
country. 

I do not wish to make light of Mr. 
Mueller’s concern. Rather I only want 
to point out that the situation was 
totally under control, thanks to the 
excellent preparations and coopera- 
tion with all the wonderful people of 
Ponca City.

Dreier on wilderness 


Thank you for contacting me to 
share your concern for the California 
Wilderness’ Bill under consideration 
in Congress. I appreciate your 
thoughts on this issue. 

As you may know, the House passed 
H.R. 1437, the California Wilderness 
Bill, on April 12, 1983, and the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources Com- 
mittee recently reported this measure, 
which was a result of a compromise 
between Senators Wilson and Cran- 
ston to put an additional 1.8 million 
acres of state wilderness under Federal 
protection. 

I completely agree that the pro- 
posed 1.8 million acres is excessive, 
and I will not support legislation 
which would needlessly tie up recrea- 
tional lands and important resource 
and commercial development. I be- 
lieve more emphasis should be placed 
on the protection and maintenance 
of existing wilderness areas rather 
than increasing the burden on the 
Federal government beyond its capa- 
bility to protect these lands. 

I appreciate your concern for the 
excessiveness of this legislation, and 
will certainly keep your comments in 
mind as Congress continues to address 
this issue. Please feel free to contact 
me again should you have any addi- 
tional comments or concerns.

Competition Chambers or a fresh set 
of Noguchis? The RSC pipes, I might 
add, are even faster than the Nogu- 
chis and offer several improvements. 

Regarding our mainstay, the All- 
speeds, let me say, since you chose not 
to, that these pipes are very civilized. 
They offer a wide torque curve, a 
quiet as stock sound and excellent 
durability. Additionally, we did not 
say they run best with stock jets. They 
don’t. Depending on conditions, they 
run well with 250 to 300s. I feel short- 
changed that it was mentioned we 
said otherwise. 

We feel that RZ350 owners have a 
right to know that there is a pipe like 
the Allspeed out there. Not everybody 
succumbs to the quarter-mile men- 
tality and these tests are falling far 
short of our product’s true potential. 
We also have our Competition Cham- 
bers for owners who want to go real 
fast (as in racing, where they are very 
successful). All we ask is that you 
look at the Allspeeds’ true purpose 
and include our other pipe in this 
type of test. A little objective journal- 
ism would seem less reprehensible 
here!

Continental sizes 


We enjoyed your excellent article 
on motorcycle tires in the September 
5 issue and appreciate the mention of 
Continental. One slight correction 
concerns the working demensions of 
our new SuperT win TK44 rear tire in 
size 4.00-18. This tire when properly 
inflated and warmed up has a width 
of 4.72 inches, not 6.72 inches as 
reported. Although industry stand- 
ards keep tires of the same size from 
different manufacturers within spe- 
cific tolerances, there are slight varia- 
tions. Faced with close tolerances, a 
rider should either measure a tire 
already in service or consult the man- 
ufacturer’s chart. 

Asecond point concerns the impor- 
tance of inflation pressure in discuss- 
ing load rating versus speed. You are 
correct in pointing out that the load 
capacity for Continental’s V-rated 
SuperT wins at 60 mph is 50% higher 
than imprinted on sidewall for its 150 
mph rating. Inflation must then be 
40 psi. For example, our TK44 rear 
tire in the new size 140/90-16 is V- 
rated for safe sustained speeds to 150 
mph. Its load rating is 646 Ibs. at this 
maximum speed, but the rating in- 
creases to a generous 989 Ibs. at 60 
mph. The important point is that 
either maximum also assumes max- 
imum inflation pressure of 40 psi. 
Increased pressure reduces flexing 
and thus minimizes heat build-up. 
For high speeds or high loads, keep 
the pressure up!

Team Honda 
clobbers Cal-Expo

SACRAMENTO, CA, SEPT. 29 


David Bailey, along with teammates Johnny 
O’Mara and Bob Hannah, turned tonight’s 
Miller High Life Supercross at the Cal-Expo 
Fairgrounds into a Team Honda benefit as 


the three riders absolutely dom- 


inated the 20-lap final before a 
capacity audience. Bailey’s win 
capped a successful evening of 
racing for the reigning Grand Nation- 


al Motocross Champion as he mas- 
tered the tight and whoopy-lined 
track with almost unbelievable ease. 
O’Mara’s second-place finish puts 
further distance between himself and 
second place series rival Jeff Ward 
who may have lost his shot at the 
Wrangler Supercross crown when he 
crashed out of the action early in the 
final. Third place Hannah — who 
had just turned 28 a couple of weeks 
earlier — looked disappointed with 
himself, probably because he was 
expecting to win; but it didn’t turn 
out that way. 

Bailey finished the final less than 
nine seconds ahead of O’Mara, who 
stayed just beyond Hannah's grasp. 
But the really awesome fact was that 
the three Honda riders had lapped 
the entire field up to fifth place when 
it was all over, which is where Yama- 
ha’s Ricky Johnson ended up. Last 
year’s Sacramento winner, Broc Glov- 
er, finished fourth, after getting a 
very bad: start, 

This year’s Cal-Expo Supercross 
featured a few changes over the first 
one held last year. The major differ- 
ence was that it became part of the 
Insport Supercross tour; last year the 
Sacramento site was host to CMC's 
Trans-Cal Series. And as an added 


bonus for-racing fans, extra: bleacher. 








seating was erected in the infield, 
making it possible for about 15,000 
spectators in all to get an eyeful of 
wide-open competition. 

Several changes were made to the 
track, including the start, which was 
located right in front of the grand- 
stand. With an extra-long straight, 
featuring some jumps thrown in for 
effect, riders were able to hook it in 
top gear before barreling through a 
hairpin right-hander which sent them 
back towards the infield area where 
most of the track lay. There, in front 
of the grandstand, the track made 
enough tight turns to resemble a 
snake pit, and this was where a few 
riders got bit as the night's festivities 
wore on. 


Heats 

Hannah received one of the largest 
responses from the crowd as his name 
was announced for the first heat; Cal- 
Expo was his first major race since in- 
juring his wrist earlier in the year. 
But when the starting gate dropped, 
O’Mara grabbed the holeshot, with 
teammate Ronnie Lechien second; 
Hannah followed in fifth. The eight- 
lap qualifier quickly erupted into a 
duel between O’Mara and Lechien, 
with Lechien taking command early 
into the action. Hannah finally work- 
ed his way into the third spot, with 
Suzuki's Scott Burnworth fourth. The 
current supercross points leader and 
the Honda factory rookie kept things 
nice and tight all the way down to the 
checkered, with Lechien the winner. 


O;Mara was,a bikelength, in, back far, 








second, and Hannah was third. Kawa- 
saki’s Goat Breker was caught in traf- 
fic in 19th, transferring to the first 
quarter-final. Warren Reid also fin- 
ished way back, but would eventually 
go on to the Last Chance Qualifier, 
where he would provide one of the 
better races of the night. 

Heat two had Yamaha’s Broc Glov- 
er, who was seen as a sure winner, 
and Kawasaki’s 125cc National Cham- 
pion, Jeff Ward, who also appeared 
to have winning potential. Kawasaki's 
Billy Liles had the honor of getting 
the drop on everybody, followed by 
Glover and Yamaha’s Keith Bowen; 
Ward was stuck in traffic and had his 
work cut out for him. By lap six, 
Glover began to put the heat on 
Liles, finally passing him as they 
passed through a whoop-filled 
straight. The next couple laps had 
Liles knocking on Glover’s back door 
until the factory Kawasaki rider fal- 
tered, letting Bowen and Ward by. 
Glover stayed in control to win the 
heat, followed by Bowen, Ward and 
Liles. 

Kawasaki's Kent Howerton took 
an early lead in heat number three, 
followed by Suzuki pilot Mark Bar- 
nett, who in turn was keeping Bailey 
at bay. Because he was riding a virtu- 
ally stock RM250, Barnett had to 
really hustle to keep ahead of Bailey 
and his factory RC; “The Bomber” 
had the gas on so much that he nearly 
crashed going over a set of double- 
jumps, but somehow managed to 
save himself. Howerton slipped back, 
but before Barnett could do anything 
Bailey put himself into the driver’s 
seat and rode effortlessly to the win. 
Barnett and Howerton rolled in next, 
with Eric Eaton fourth and Husky’s 
Micky Dymond fifth. The sympathy 
vote in this event went to M-Star- 
mounted Greg Zitterkopf, who fin- 
ished 10th without any rear suspen- 
sion whatsoever. In fact, the rear tire 
on his bike was rubbing against the 
inside of the fender! 

Heat four saw Team Tamm’s Alan 
King holeshot the start, with John- 
son in hot pursuit; privateer Danny 
Storbeck (Yam) was in third. The 
start was marred by a pileup involv- 
ing a number of riders, including 
Suzuki-mounted John Black, whose 
production RM250 was smoking 
heavily as he motored around the 
track. 

After a couple of laps, Johnson had 
the heat in hand, relegating King to 
second place, where things stayed to 
the finish. Storbeck placed third, with 
privateer. Mike;Risher, (Hon) fourth: |

Quarter-finals 


Privateer Rodney Smith (Yam) 
holeshot the first quarter-final, but 
the lead quickly fell to Breker. Breker 
maintained a firm grip to ensure a 
transfer into the final. Smith finished 
second, and Warren Reid was third 
ona Yamaha. Pete Snorteland (Yam) 
made it to the semi in fourth. 

The.second quarter-final was won 
in the end by Jim Holley (Yam). Hol- 
ley got an early lead over second- 
placer Russ Wageman (Yam), who 
was about 10 seconds back. After ex- 
periencing a flat tire in his qualify- 
ing heat, Holley’s lead in this event 
was all that was needed for a spot in 
the final. “Gentleman Jim” took a 
very convincing win over the rest of 
the hopefuls, with Wageman second. 
Suzuki-mounted Tony Toste was 
third, and Steve Schmitz (Hon) made 
the cut-off for the semi-final in fourth. 


Semi-finals 


Both semi-finals were loaded with 
heavyweight talent, and privateers 
would be pitted against the factory 
hotshots, with the top nine from each 
semi moving on to the main; the next 
seven riders in each semi would have 
to slug it out one more time in the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 

In the first semi, Lechien, Glover 
and O’Mara launched themselves to 
the front, with Ward, Breker and 
Hannah running toward mid-pack. 
Ward began to berserk his way 
through the crowd until he was on 
Lechien’s rear fender, and in short 
order, O’Show, Ward and Lechien 
were way out in front running their 
own race. Breker was in fourth place, 
being relentlessly pursued by Han- 
nah, who was showing everybody 
that there’s a lot of wind left in the 
old Hurricane. Glover was holding 
his own a little ways back, followed 
by Liles. 

As the semi wound down, Ward 
tried one last-ditch move against 
O’Mara in a couple of turns, but it 
didn’t work. O’Mara was the winner, 
with Ward second, and Lechien third. 
Hannah finally passed Breker for 
fourth. 

Bailey snagged the lead in the 
second semi, with Holley and local 
hero Dave Coupe (Hon) in tow. Inno 
time at all, Bailey built up an incred- 
ible lead to cruise unchallenged to 
the win. Second-place honors were 
being decided as King, Johnson and 
Howerton mixed it up with Eric 
Eaton and Barnett, who wasn’t hav- 
ing a pleasant evening. Coupe faded 
towards the back one-third of the 
pack; and at the checkered flag Bailey 
was waiting for Johnson, Howerton, 
King and Eaton.

Last Chance Qualifier 

The LCQ turned out to be the sur- 
prise race of the night as it turned 
into a showcase for Reid in his first 
race since he broke his leg at Ana- 
heim in January. Youthful privateer 
Smith got the holeshot, followed by 
Don Turk (Hon) and Coupe, while 
Reid rode in about fifth. And since 
only one rider transfers from the 
LCQ to the main, Reid rode as if he 
didn’t have anything to lose. 

Reid was able to secure second 
behind ‘Smith, and for several laps 
the chase was on, with the younger 
rider only a half-bike ahead of the 
veteran racer. The pressure finally 
got to Smith as he lost it in a section 
of whoops, giving the lead to Reid. 
Smith got back up and made back 
some lost ground, but he was too late 
to catch Reid. 


Final . 

Bailey holeshot the start arid pro- 
ceeded to put on a virtually flawless 
ride. Right behind Bailey was O’ Mara, 
Ward and Lechien. Hannah was rid- 
ing about fourth off the start; Glover 
got another bad start and was cutting 
his way through the pack. 

+ On lap two; Wardi was once again 








trying to work on passing O’Mara, 
but this time out he had some serious 
setbacks. Just after he rounded a 
right-hander and blasted down a 
straight, Ward bailed off a jump to 
take the first of two soil samples for 
the night. Two laps later, at almost 
the same spot, he bailed again — this 
time a lot harder. Ward suffered a 
twisted ankle, which may have cost 
him any possibility of adding a super- 
cross crown to his outdoor National 
title. 

Atabout the same time Ward crash- 


ed out, Lechien endoed on the same 


jump. He emerged from the mishap 
with an injured wrist and ankle, and 
decided to call it quits. 

With Ward and Lechien out of the 
way, Hannah passed Breker to take 
third place behind O’Mara. Bailey 
enjoyed a 10-second lead over O’Mara, 
who was less than a second ahead of 
Hannah. Try as he might, the Hurri- 
cane couldn’t make any ground on 
his teammate. Both -were evenly 
matched in their timing, as Hannah 
followed O’Mara move-for-move, con- 
stantly waiting for a mistake to hap- 
pen or a place to pass; but Hannah 
couldn’t find the hole that he was 
looking for. 

The three Honda teamsters were 
rapidly cutting through traffic, and 
by the three-quarter:‘mark öf the firial;

Bailey and company began to lap 
riders. 

For their part, Glover and Johnson 
had worked their way past slower 
riders to take fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively. Farther back were Dymond, 
Breker, Reid and Barnett. Liles was 
definitely off the pace, taking up the 
rear guard. 

Towards the end of the final, Glover 
had fought his way past Howerton, 
and King had won a passing duel 
with Barnett. Fora while it seemed as 
if Johnson might overtake Glover, 
but the newly-crowned 250cc National 
Champion tangled with a lapper and 
went down in a corner, but managed 
to catch back up with his teammate. 

By the white flag lap, Bailey, 
O’Mara and Hannah had lapped al- 
most everybody on the track, and 
Glover and Johnson were no more 
than a quarter-lap ahead of them. By 
the checkered flag, the intense 
O’Mara/Hannah battle had cut Bai- 
ley’s lead down to about eight seconds. 
When the flag finally dropped, there 
was a Honda sweep of the top three 
slots. 

“My bike ran pretty damned good,” 
quipped Bailey after the final. “We 
had to make some gearing and carb 
changes, but my mechanic, Cliff 
White, went right to work on it. My 
carb was' hitting' the engine ‘cases 








when I landed from the jumps, which 
made my bike die out a bit. So Cliff 
got in there with a grinder to get the 
proper clearance.” 

O’Mara commented, like Bailey, 
that he felt things were really work- 
ing out just fine. “I could see that 
David was doing good,” O’Mara ad- 
mitted, “so I know I had to settle for 
second.” 

O'Mara also admitted that while 
Hannah was applying quite a bit of 
pressure, there were no problems 
about anything which would threaten 
O’Mara’s standings in supercross com- 
petition. “I knew that we were going 
to get one-two-three,”’ said Johnny 
O. “I guess Honda should like that a 
whole lot.” e

Shobert slides to 
Mid-Ohio victory

LEXINGTON, OH, SEPT. 30 


In what was easily the most shocking result. 


of this or the past several Camel Pro seasons, 
Honda’s Bubba Shobert, in only his fourth 
road race, dominated a field of asphalt 


“experts” to take the Formula 
One win in the final National 
road race of the year at Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course. And 


what makes the win even more 
impressive is that he rode his Honda 
750 Interceptor-based machine with 
an 860cc endurance motor on a rain- 
slickened track which wreaked havoc 
with the established pavement stars. 
Honda's Mike Baldwin, the U.S. Road 
Race Champion of 1982-84, fell in 
turn seven, as did Wes Cooley. Also 
going down were Doug Chandler, 
Rich Oliver, Terry Hampton and 
Randy Renfrow. Renfrow remounted 
to finish sixth. 

Second to Shobert was Jimmy 
Adamo on the Reno Leoni Cagiva 
square-four two-stroke, and in his 
best finish ever was Ricky Orlando in 
third on the MPC Sur-Tech Honda 
Interceptor-based Superbike. 

Besides the race to win, the other 
weekend battle was for the series 
point fund money and final point 
standings. Richard Schlachter, Ren- 
frow and Cooley held their 2-3-4 
positions, respectively, with none able 
to improve. Schlachter lost the front 
end of his Honda RS500 on the open- 
ing lap of the National and although 
he remained upright, he fell to the 
back of the pack and finished eighth, 
two spots behind Renfrow and good 
for the $6,000 second place Camel 
point fund money. ` 

The morning’s timed qualifying 
was the day’s first surprise. Baldwin 
was fast from the start and took his 
place on the pole with a | minute, 
40.55 second lap that saw him hit 153 
mph,on the backstraight, That was 





no surprise. The surprise was that 
Shobert was second at 1:40.77. ‘‘Prac- 
tice is one thing, but it’s not like the 
race,” said Shobert. 


Renfrow, Cooley and Adamo filled 
out the front row, all in the 1:41’s. 
Just behind them were McDonald, 
Schlachter, Art Robbins, Reuben Mc- 
Murter and Chandler. 

About an hour before the start it 
started to rain, but not heavily. At 
first the choice for tires was for inter- 
mediates, but the rain picked up and 
the choice was for full rain tires. 

Several warm-up laps were run 
with a few riders falling, including 
Baldwin, who then came in tochange 
his rear sprocket, shifting linkage 
and lower fairings. 

The rain was falling lightly, but 
steadily as the green flag fell and 
Shobert used the tractability of the 
four-stroke to. rocket into the lead. 
Baldwin was second, Renfrow third, 
with Cooley, Adamo and Oliver 
following. 

Schlachter was moving up but 
going into the first right hand sweeper 
he slid the front wheel under and had 
to put his foot down toremain upright 
while sliding on the edge of the grass. 

After the sweeper is a long down- 
hill straight followed by the right 
hand turn seven. Cooley was the first 
to go down when he seized entering 
that corner. The impact cracked his 
three-cylinder Honda's tank, laying 
down more gas on the corner’s 
slippery approach. 

“Cooley and Mike (Baldwin) hit 
it,” Adamo later explained, “but I 
could see it (the gas). The track was 
OK once,yqu got used fo it”,

The second lap saw Dave Roper 
slide off two turns later in turn nine, 
the same corner that would trouble 
Renfrow. 

On the fifth of 31 laps, Baldwin 
passed his teammate Shobert down 
the front straight and began to pull 
away with Adamo third. Renfrow, 
Rich Oliver and Orlando were bat- 
tling for fourth with Chandler mov- 
ing up on the trio. Gregg Smrz led 
McDonald and Chivington in eighth. 

Cutting laps in the 2:00 range 
Baldwin was pulling away when he 
got into a nasty slide after his crew 
had told him to slow down on the 
10th lap when he had a 23 second 
lead. Oliver and Hampton both went 
down in turn seven on the same lap. 

One more tour and Baldwin’s day 
was done, as was Chandler’s. “Oil or 
gas got spilled on the road,” Baldwin 
began. “I locked up the front wheel 
and it spit me off. It’s a disadvantage 
to ride a light bike in the rain com- 
pared to the four-stroke. I was hop- 
ing the master cylinder wouldn’t be 
broken off so I could continue, but 
when I got on the bike I saw no mas- 
ter cylinder.” 

Chandler said, “I was doing the 
same thing lap after lap and it went 
out from under me when I was in 
fifth place.” 

Having inherited the lead when 
Baldwin went down, Shobert’s gap 
over Adamo on the 13th lap was 12 
seconds. Adamo had 20 seconds on 
Renfrow and Orlando, who were 40 
seconds up on the fifth place battle 
involving Smrz, McDonald and Chiv- 
ington. 

But Renfrow went down in turn 
nine, although he remounted in sev- 
enth place. ‘Coming off the hill I 
grabbed too much front brake. I ruined 
the rear brake lever and the footpeg 
was folded straight up.” 

Ricky Orlando was behind Ren- 
frow at the time and noticed that 
“there was mud across the track just 
before the corner and I think it stayed 
on the tire when Randy went in.” 

At the halfway mark Shobert wasn’t 
backing off, lapping Schlachter and 
holding a 13-second cushion on 
Adamo. Orlando was 21 seconds be- 
hind Adamo’s Cagiva, but almost a 
minute up on Chivington. Srmz was 
feeling McDonald’s heat in fifth. “I 
got up to fifth and didn’t want to take 
any chances. I slacked off and they 
picked up a second a lap. I didn’t 
think I could run with them safely 
and I wasn’t going for points or any- 
thing,” said Smrz. i 

McDonald decided at the last min- 
ute to race, qualifying just in case he 
wanted to ride. “I was cruisin’ for 


dollars. I didn’t like the, track in the 





rain. It was too slick. But for my pur- 
pose, to get some rain experience, it 
was good. We knew that.” 

Renfrow got by Smrz at the two- 
thirds mark just after Chivington got 
by McDonald. “I just let everybody 
go after skidding out at the begin- 
ning,” Chivington said. “I was short- 
shifting a lot in the slippery stuff. 
The rain began early so we tuned ita 
little more for torque and we had to 
use the tires that were available.” 

Where did he get McDonald? “It 
was easier to pass in traffic. As soon 
as Sammy balked at a lapped rider, I 
headed for the other side.”’ 

“We caught traffic and one guy 
tried to outbrake me and I took an 
off-track excursion in turn 11,” said 
McDonald. 

The positions were set by the 25th 
lap of the interminable race which 
was won at an average speed of 69.77 
mph. “It felt like we were out there 
for four hours,” said Schlachter. “I 
was way back there, but I knew that 
everybody on our team gave 100% and 
I was going to make the best of it. It 
was definitely worth it because we 
got second in the championship.” 

Shobert lapped up to the sixth- 
place finisher, Refrow, and would 
have gotten him in a few more laps. 
“I just rode around and finished the 
race and did good,” Shobert under- 
stated. “I was just trying to keep her 
on two wheels and remember what 
Mike (Baldwin) and Keith Code had 
told me. They said to be real smooth 
on the transitions. 

“Mike had already passed me when 
he fell and I knew he was real good in 
the rain so I slowed down, but I never 
hit the oil. The power on my bike was 
a lot smoother and that was another 
advantage. When Mike crashed I de- 
cided I'd run my own race. The bike 
was wobbling at the end and I think 
the tire was going flat,” said Shobert. 

“I could see him for a while,” 
second place finisher Adamo said. 
“Then we hit some backmarkers and 
I decided that second was good 
enough. The only problem I had was 
my hands getting cold. We had to 
tape up the radiator to keep the 
temperature up and I was glad to 
have an 18-inch front wheel because 
it helped when I was sliding. At least 
we woke up the Hondas a little bit.” 

Third place finisher Orlando, who 
only finished 11th in the Superbike 
race, made his first trip to the winner’s 
circle after a Formula One race. “I 
came here with the full intention of 
making it to the victory stand, but I 
thought it would be in the Superbike 
class. I was in the top 10 and just 
riding around because I couldn't see 
my pit signals. I didn’t have a clue 
that I was up that high. I was lapping 
people and that was jazzing me to go 
harder. I looked up at the board on 
the white flag lap and saw I was in 
third. I have to thank Dennis Zickrick 
because he does all of the mainte- 
nance and in two years of racing I've 
never had a DNF,” said Orlando. 

Kenny Roberts was the last rider to 
win a dirt track National (Houston 
TT) and a road race National (La- 
guna Seca) in the same season and 
that was in 1980. 

“Winning a road race was some- 
thing I never thought I'd do. This is 
my fourth road race and I fell in two 
of them,” said Shobert.” 

Sitting at home in Seaside, Cali- 
fornia, was Camel Pro Series points 
leader Ricky Graham who felt that 
his 39 point lead with a road race and 
two miles remaining on the schedule 
was comfortable. His lead over Sho- 
bert is 19 now, 267 to 248, and both 
are excellent milers. As Honda team 
manager Udo Gietl said, ‘‘This 
tightens it up a bit, but it is now 
mathematically impossible for anyone 
but a Honda rider to win the Grand 
National,Ghampionship.”. , ;) v

Merkel all 

the way for 

win & title 
LEXINGTON, OH, SEPT. 29 
Freddie Spencer couldn't do it. 
And neither could Mike Bald- 
win. But Fred Merkel did. He 


gave Honda their first Super- 


bike championship with a convinc- 
ing win in the Wiseco Superbike 100 
at Mid-Ohio that gave him a 196 to 
165 point edge over Sam McDonald, 
a safe second here and in the stand- 
ings. Roberto Pietri made ita Honda 
sweep with the Kawasaki of Dale 
Quarterley and Reuben McMurter 
(Hon) following. 

Merkel led ‘every lap of his record- 





setting heat, backing off for a three- 
second lead in the five lap heat at 
8:36.056. Pietro, Orlando, McMurter 
and Quarterley filled out the top five. 

Heat number two was all McDon- 
ald and was three seconds faster than 
Merkel’s. Maybe it was because he 
was pushed early by second place 
Rich Oliver who had plenty of room 
on John Ashmead and Terry Hamp- 
ton. Glenn Barry was fifth. 

“This was the first record I’ve ever 
had in a Superbike race and it pumped 
me up,” McDonald said. 

Merkel’s bike, the only factory- 
backed machine in the race, is gener- 
ally acknowledged to be the fastest on 
the track. But Pietri and McDonald 
showed some tricks of their own and 
it took six tours of the 2.4-mile circuit 
before Merkel planted himself in the 
front. With only one long straight 
and corners seemingly everywhere, 
part of the factory advantage was 
negated. 

“Sammy can vouch for me: our 
bikes were dead even on the back- 
stretch,” said Merkel. “I passed him 
in traffic. I seemed to get through it 
better and I took some chances here 
and there.” 

McDonald said that, “There are a 
lot of things a privateer cannot do. 
We try to make it as close as possible 
but HRC in Japan did a good job 
putting Fred’s bike together. Our 
bikes might look the same, but inside 
they’re not. 

“Fred got me at the top of the hill. I 
found a false neutral right when we 
got into traffic. Our lap times were 
identical, but I had trouble shifting 
for four or five laps or the race 
could’ve gone either way.” 

Pietri said that it felt good to lead 
for a few laps. “We finally got it 
together at the end of the season and 
it’s because I got a new mechanic, 
Bill Helltridsch, to work on my bike. 

“Sammy passed me in turn one. 
My brake lever came in almost to the 
handlebar. I stayed with him until we

hit traffic but with the brakes not 
working I just couldn’t chance it.” 

With the top three decided early 
on, the focus shifted to fourth. 
McMurter led Ashmead, Quarterley 
and Oliver with Adamo on the only 
non-Japanese machine in the top 10. 

McMurter, Quarterley and Terry 
Hampton pulled away with a second 
trio of Oliver, Ashmead and Adamo 
just behind. 

Fourth was decided on the last lap 
when Quarterley snuck by McMurter 
entering a corner. “I spent the early 
part of the race learning the bike and 
the second part catching up. I stayed 
with Reuben until the last lap. I gota 
better drive on to the back straight 
and outbraked him at the end of it,” 
said GS Performance-sponsored Quar- 
terley. 

“He jammed me on the inside. The 
track’s so tight I should’ve stayed on 
the inside. The idea was to secure 
third for the championship and I was 
having motor troubles. Fifth gear 
was fluttering and I wasn’t setting 
top speed. It’s tough to ride alone. 
Once I got Roberto into my sight my 
lap times dropped. I was doing 41s 
when Dale came upand I didn’t want 
to crash,” said McMurter. 

Merkel set a new race record by 22 
seconds, averaging 84.921 mph. “Irs 
been a very good season. I’ve got the 
two greatest mechanics in the world. 
We're just running great and win- 
ning everything in sight.” 

“T’ma little disappointed; I wanted 
to stick with Fred and make him 
make a mistake so the championship 
would be decided in Daytona. Two 
years ago I beat Fred for the Formula 
Two Championship; now it’s his turn. 
I think we havea good chance to win 
in Formula Two tomorrow,” said 
McDonald.

his way up after a bad start. 

“I killed it on the line and had to 
paddle start it. I was 26th on the first 
lap,” said McDonald. 

By the fifth lap McDonald drafted 
Greene and passed him for fifth and 
two laps later was on Gibson and 
Griffith and looking at third. Gibson 
went sand riding in turn 140n lap 10, 
as McDonald closed to within four 
seconds of Busby with Brunson in 
between. The lead trio was Yamaha, 
Armstrong, Honda and the Yamaha 
faltered. 


“The header pipe blew a part out 
on the eighth lap when I had a six- 
second lead.

I thought it had come out 
and I tried putting it back in with my 
hand and foot,” said Busby. ` 

Brunson and McDonald were rid- 
ing together from the halfway point 
on with the Honda in front. “I was 
close enough that if he made a mis- 
take I was right there. It’s a rider’s 
track and he was working traffic well. 
The track is suited for the Honda’s 
reed valve. My Rotax is good for 

į horsepower but the turns here aren’t 





suited for it. The Honda has more 
mid-range and even the straight here 
is good for the Honda because it’s 
downhill,” Brunson noted. 

The race came down to the last lap 
and it became a strategy race. 

“I thought he was slowing down 
in the last four turns. And he did a 
good job of keeping me back,” added 
Brunson. 

“I started losing power the last 
couple of laps,” McDonald began. 
“The piston was hitting the head and 
we don’t know why. I was worried 
about the power at the end of the back 
straight. I had to ride it extra hard. I 
didn’t realize Kevin was leading until 
I passed him.” 

As the checkered flag fell the two 
riders crossed the line almost side by 
side, but the win went to McDonald 
by about two feet. 

“That’s going to be the best race of 
the day,” Brunson said, and he was 
right. 

Almost unnoticed in third was 
Griffith with Busby hanging on for 
fourth and Greene’s championship 
secure in fifth.

As 
the two entered the second turn, Man- 
neh and Vohland banged bars a cou- 
ple of times before Vohland bit the 
dirt, dropping out of the moto. Man- 
neh led the pack pursued by Kawa- 
saki rider Mouse McCoy, Honda Sup- 
port rider Erik Kehoe, Suzuki-mount- 
ed Doug Dubach and A.J. Whiting. 
Manneh quickly stretched his lead to 
nearly five seconds over Kehoe, who 
had slipped by McCoy during the 
second lap. O'Mara gated poorly and 
was around 10th after lap one. As the 
race progressed, O’Mara labored his 
way through the pack, as Kehoe started 
to gain ground on the leader Manneh. 


Near the halfway point, Manneh’s 
lead over Kehoe shrunk to only a 
bikelength. Kehoe tried stuffing his 
Honda under Manneh in every turn; 
then, in one wide, high-bermed left 
turn, Kehoe dove to the inside of 
Manneh which resulted in the two 
locking handlebars. Manneh and 
Kehoe crashed in a heap, which let 
O'Mara, Honda Support rider Larry 
Brooks and Dubach slide by for first, 
second and third. As Manneh and 
Kehoe raced to re-enter the race, 
tempers flared a bit with some minor 
pushing and shoving while untang- 
ling their mounts. Manneh recov- 
ered first with Kehoe glued to Man- 
neh’s rear fender. A lap and a half 
later, Kehoe passed Manneh over a 
section of whoops, getting a little 
close, but making the pass cleanly.

who also had a poor start, were pull- 
ing away from the pack. With one lap 
to go Dubach pulled off the track 
with engine problems, relenquish- 
ing the fourth spot to Kehoe. O’Mara 
took the win ahead of Brooks, Kehoe, 
Manneh and Suzuki R&D rider Mike 
Healey. 

Moto two was much simpler for 
O'Mara. The factory Honda star stole 
the holeshot with Brooks, Vohland, 
Manneh, Kehoe and Healey in tow. 

O'Mara and Brooks stayed close for 
the next few laps before Brooks 
crashed. “My front brake cable got 
stuck behind my front number plate,” 
said Brooks. “So, coming out of a 
turn, my front wheel washed out and 
I went down.” This mishap let Man- 
neh get within striking distance of 
Brooks, and two laps later, Manneh 
had second. However, it didn’t last 
for long. “When Bader got close, I 
started to ride franticlaly,’’ said 
Brooks. “After he got by, I settled 
down and passed him back.” 

O’Mara crossed the checkered flag 
20 seconds ahead of Brooks, who was 
followed by Manneh, Vohland and 
Kehoe.

Chandler hounded 
Larson for a couple of go-arounds, 
then easily slipped by and took the 
lead. 


As Magoo pulled away, Mike Lar- 
son in his second race since breaking 
his shoulder at the Washougal Na- 
tional, began putting the pressure on 
his brother Phil.

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Mike Goodwin’s not-so-secret 
plan to save supercross

Well, if supercross as we know it needs sav- 
ing (““G.K. Scott’s Secret Plan to Save Super- 
cross,” Cycle News September 26), then 
there’s apparently nobody in a better posi- 


tion to really do something 
about it than Mike Goodwin. 
He is, afterall, the father of 
supercross and has been instru- 


mental in much of the changes that it 
has gone through over the years. And 
like G.K. Scott, Mike Goodwin be- 
lieves that some changes are in order 
to preserve and improve the sport. 

When given a basic explanation of 
Scott’s proposed supercross format, 
Goodwin replied, “Supercross needs 
a lot of fixing, and I’m not sure he 
(Scott) is right or wrong with his 
approach, but I'l] tell you my opinion. 

“First of all, I believe there’s a ter- 
rible inequity and the privateers don’t 
geta fair shake,” began Goodwin. 
“Starting with the 1983 Rose Bowl 
race, I gave back-of-the-pack riders 
free gear,tires and stuff because the 
AMA controlled the purse. Starting 
with the 1984 season, I was influen- 
tial in getting people to pay more 
money to back-of-the-pack riders and 
less to the top guys because they 
already had their big salaries and 
bonuses. 

“Also, we modified the race tracks, 
which was introduced at the Rose 
Bowl, to make it easier for privateers 
to ride since they don’t have the 
opportunity to train for these events 
as much as the factory guys do. As a 
result, we had some of the closest rac- 
ing that we've ever had. We had the 
same type track at Buffalo, which 
some riders were reported calling ‘a 
cry-baby racetrack.’ But I frankly think 
they’re the cry-babies, inasmuch as it 
has let the privateers place better.” 

Without referring much more to 
Scott’s plan, Goodwin provided fur- 
ther details of changes that will be 
made in future supercross events: 

“Starting with the Los Angeles 
Coliseum event in November, we'll 
be having a ‘share-the-wealth’ pro- 
gram with the riders, based on atten- 
dance. There will be two dollars from 
each ticket, with part going to the 
Motocross and Trophee des Nations 
fund, part for a fund for riding parks 
in southern California, another fund 
that hasn't been determined yet, and 
of course prize money.” 

Goodwin states that this formula 
will make it possible to achieve a 


total purse:ofi$100,000: A»guaranteed: « 





base purse of $35,000 will come from 
Stadium Motorsports, with Miller 
Brewing adding another $50,000, and 
the final $15,000 coming from the 
gate. This doesn’t include salaries 
and bonuses paid factory riders, con- 
tingencies, and other awards. 

“We've changed the race track so it 
isn’t so technically difficult,” adds 
Goodwin. “Most privateers have reg- 
ular jobs, so they can’t practice every 
day. And they don’t have access to` a 
supercross race track to practice on, 
like Honda has near Indian Dunes. 
And supercross is so different that it 
further separates the factory riders 
from the privateers. We don’t want 
that. Privateers need to feel good 
about themselves, make more money, 
and stay in the sport.” 

The supercross promoter explained 
that with more riders in the sport, 
factories will continue seeking out 
new talent, sales of production moto- 
cross bikes will be maintained, and 
spectator appeal — ticket sales —will 
remain on its current upward growth 
curve. 

While admitting that he “loves the 
idea of running two classes for fac- 
tory riders and privateers,” Goodwin 
believes that ‘‘sandbagging’’ by some 
riders in the production class would 
present a problem that would be dif- 
ficult to detect or enforce. Also, Good- 
win feels that the withdrawal of fac- 
tory works machines from racing 
wouldn't adversely affect the quality 
of racing or the development of pro- 


- duction bikes. Goodwin says that 


spectator surveys back up his observa- 
tions. In fact, beginning in October, 
1985, all professional supercross rac- 
ing will see everybody on production 
machinery. 

In addition to the above, 1985 
supercross events will feature both 
125 and 250cc classes, says Goodwin. 
“This puts fewer of the factory riders 
in each class, which lets privateers 
place higher.” 

In summation, Goodwin doesn’t 
believe “G.K. Scott is wrong, but we 
can take all the advice we can get.” 

Mike Goodwin's programs which 
are being instituted may or may not 
be the answer either. How they succeed 
will depend on the participation of 
those he described in his plan — the

Records fall at Atco 
American Nationals

COLLINGSWOOD, NJ, SEPT. 8-9 


Thirty-five riders set 32 International Drag 
Bike Association elapsed time records and 30 
miles-per-hour records on the quarter mile 
drag strip at Atco Raceway during the Amer- 


ican Nationals at the famed 
facility. No wonder: Atco is 
famous for traction and air. 
Mother Nature, not having been 
fooled with, sent perfect sunshine to 
go with a twelve-foot above sea level 
air density of 106 both days of the 
event. 

Add to that the fact that the Atco 
crew sprayed “sticky” on the entire 
strip both mornings and re-sprayed 
the line between rounds. They have 
an interesting technique in that they 
spray 100% Dyna-Bite, flaming it as it 
is sprayed so that it goes down 
“burned in.” 

The runs were unreal. Wayne 
Buckler’s C&W Cycleworks-sponsored 
Suzuki, for instance, is now the quick- 
est carbureted sit-up gas Suzuki in 
the world at 8.32 seconds and 145.63 
miles-per-hour, but that’s not a record. 
The record in his class, F/X, went to 
Ray Bellucci on a Kawasaki at (and 
the word has to be used again) unreal 
8.07 while Marty Blades got the mph 
record in F/X at 159.85. 

Notan isolated example, assuredly. 
Going into the event, Terry Vance 
had the field covered by almost two- 
tenths of a second with his 8.48/156.52 
Pro Stock record. Before Saturday’s 
sun had crossed the yardarm, Mike 
Keyte and Bob Carpenter were dead 
on the record, Joe Folgore was one- 
hundredth off, and Randy Mason 
only two. 

The 16 bike Pro Stock field was .22 
second apart; you had to count down 
to the 15th qualifier to get into the 
8:70ss4 0444 
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The Pro Stock final saw second fas- 
test qualifier Bob Carpenter and his 
Vazar Power Products/Megacycle/ 
MTC Engineering-sponsored Suzuki 
face number three qualifier Joe Fol- 
gore and his Atco Raceway-sponsored 
Suzuki. Carpenter had run 8.37, 8.41 
and 8.47 in elimination rounds, Fol- 
gore had 8.59, 8.66 and 8.69. Folgore 
needed the holeshot but he didn’t get 
it. Red light and an 8.60/148.51 in the 
runner-up’s lane gave Carpenter and 
his 8.39/157.89 the win and the 
records. 

Everybody at Atco seemed to be 
running the quickest ever and Terry 
Kizer in Funny Bike was no excep- 
tion. Terry's boosted F/B record going 
into the event was 7.71. His first pass 
down the track was a 7.69, and before 
the event was over he’d dropped the 
record to 7.54. 

In the Funny Bike final, Kizer and 
his RW Motors/Mr. Turbo/MTC En- 
gineering/Race Design-sponsored 
Kawasaki faced the Karata Enterpri- 
ses/Falicon Performance/Fast by Fer- 
racci/MTC Engineering-sponsored 
Kawasaki of Bob Malloy. Kizer had 
qualified fastest while Malloy was 
fourth fastest. 

After elimination runs, Kizer had 
Malloy covered by three-tenths of a 
second, so Malloy knew he'd have to 
cut the tree like never before. He did. 
Malloy got the win light with a 
7.87/172.41 against a quicker and fast- 
er 7.80/181.81 by Kizer. The finish 
was so close the man in the tower 
who was keeping the ladder wrote 
down Kizer’s name in the win slot 
until told by the girls on the clocks 
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that it was Malloy who had won. 

The Top Fuel field at Atco was the 
smallest in IDBA history. Elmer Trett 
had crashed the weekend before at 
Indy, while Sam Wills and Virgil 
Naff had to choose between Atco and 
Gulfport and Gulfport won. 

Brian Johnson qualified first with 
a 7.76 on his Richie Rich/Race 
Design/Karata Enterprises/ MTC En- 
gineering/APE-sponsored Kawasaki 
while the only other qualifier was 
Craig Burns, who stopped the clocks 
at 8.21 on his RW Motors/MTC 
Engineering/Mr. Turbo/Falicon Per- 
formance/Race Design/Sudco/Jim’s 
Cylinder Head Service-sponsored 
Kawasaki. 

Dave Bourbeau had intended to 
enter his Harley-Davidson in Pro 
Dragster competition but his rear tire 
was too wide and he had to be entered 
in the unlimited Top Fuel class. His 
qualifying time of 9.07 was great for 
P/D but did not make the minimum 
8.25 required for Top Fuel. 

In the Top Fuel final, Johnson 
laid down what would have been a 
new record 7.30/195.22 for the win 
had he been able to back it up, while 
Craig Burns took the runner-up spot 
with an 8.32/179.64. 

Pro Comp was just as impressive as 
the other eliminators. Top qualifier 
Ray Bellucci, Marty Blades and Wayne 
Buckler were all below the existing 
F/X record on Saturday; Jim Dodich, 
Mike Pizzitola and Harold Windham 
were running under the B/G record. 
Belluci and his Andrews/MTC En- 
gineering/KV Products/Vance & 
Hines Racing/Chuck Caston Racin- 
g/On Any Sunday/Bellucci Engineer- 
ing/Kosman-sponsored Kawasaki 
were the fastest qualifiers at 8.079. 

The final pitted Bellucci against 
Buckler and his C&W Cycleworks/ 
MTC Engineering/Power Enterpri- 
ses/Murry/KV Products/Chassis By 
Childs/ MC Engineering/Web Cams/ 
Falicon/M*R*E-sponsored Suzuki. 
Bellucci had been running the eight- 
tens and twenties; Buckler the thirties 
and forties. Buckler knew he had to 
chop a tree and he did. His reaction 
time on the line was .224, great for 
Pro Comp. The problem was that 
Bellucci’s reaction time was better, 
-212. Bellucci got the win with an 
8.10/158.17 to Buckler’s 8.32/154.63. 

Four new records went into the 
books in Pro Comp: F/X. elapsed 
time to Bellucci at 8.07; F/X miles- 
per-hour to Blades at 159.85; B/G 
elapsed time to Mike Pizzitola at 8.35; 
and B/G mph to Jim Dodich at 
159.29. 

The Pro Gas final saw Kawasaki- 
mounted fast qualifier Bob Robaugh 
who is sponsored by M&H Racing, 
MTC Engineering, C&W Cycleworks, 
Action Photos by Ken and Cleveland 
Motorcycle Supply win with a 
9.132/141.06 over Buddy McBride's 
quicker 9.124 and 133.92. 

Kawasaki rider Fred Leggett topped 
Wayne Loftin in the Super Elimina- 
tor final; Triumph-mounted William 
Woodruff topped Carl Baldiro, who 
broke, in the Compeution Elimina- 
tor final; Pete Hansen and his Tri- 
umph won the Combo Eliminator 
class; while the E.T. Bracket compe- 
tition saw Ron Williams and his 
Kawasaki win ET #1 and Russell 
Love, also on a Kawasaki, win ET #2. 

The IDBA’s next event will be the 
1984 World Finals at Mississippi's 
Gulfport International Dragway on 
October 13-14. The event will be pre- 
ceded by the annual rules meeting, 
several free seminars of interest to 
racers, and followed by the associa- 
tion’s annual Awards Banquet. 

The World Finals will be taped for 
television syndication and will be the 
last opportunity to set IDBA records 
in the quarter mile if the membership 
votes to shorten the racing distance to

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Glover sails in 
Swedish Supercross

GOTEBERG, SWEDEN, SEPT. 14 


Broc Glover easily won the first-ever super- 
cross held in Scandanavia. Holland’s Gert- 
Jan Van Doorn spoiled what could have 
been an American sweep of the top three 


spots by turning in a strong 
performance for second. Mark 


Barnett placed third in a ride 
which he was obviously dis- 
pleased with while an injured Alan 
King turned in a gutsy ride for fourth. 
The organizing Alvbygdens Motor- 
klubb took advantage of the interna- 
tional riders in the area for the Tro- 
phee des Nations and came up witha 
multi-national field from as far away 

, as Australia and New Zealand plus a 





number of the top European and 
Scandanavian GP riders. Among the 
missing: riders from Iron Curtain 
countries and all members of the 
Motocross des Nations winning team. 

Glover's machine came from the 
Swedish Hallman and Eneqvist 
Yamaha importers while Barnett was 
aboard a bike furnished by the Swed- 
ish Suzuki importer with King on a 
mount provided by the Honda coun- 
terpart. 

The track in Ullevi Sports Sta- 
dium, site of the Individual Speed- 





way World Championship on August 
30 which drew 50,000 fans, snaked 
around the emerald green soccer field 
centerpiece. A crowd of just over 
12,000 — which a press spokesperson 
deemed very encouraging — was on 
hand to view the run-like-clockwork 
show. 

The program was run basically 
likean ek supercross with the 
feature a 20-rider, 20-lap affair. 

Sweden’s Hakan Carlqvist, the 1984 
500cc World Champion, the crowd 
favorite, and the subject on the pro- 
gram cover and all advertising post- 
ers, didn’t disappoint the fans as he 
handily won the first moto. Carlqvist, 
in ano-nonsense ride, even stalled his 
engine which let Dutchman Jan Pos- 
tema close the gap before “Carla” 
opened it up again. 

The first heat saw a problem crop 
up — broken spokes — for the many 
riders unfamiliar with the style of 
riding needed to go fast and save the 
machinery. Nearly every rider in the 
seven lap heats — except the Aussies 
and Kiwis — chose to land off all the 
jumps smack on the rear wheel. 

Heat two belonged all to Glover. 
The organizers had broken up the big 
four — Carlqvist, Glover, Barnett 
and King — among the four heats, so 
all would have the best chance possi- 
ble of going to the semis. Glover led 
by the second set of jumps on the 
course which he termed as ‘‘wide 
open and easy.” Dutchman John 
Van Den Berk was a distant second. 

Barnett styled his way to the third 
heat win over Swedes Jorgen Nilsson 
and Jonas Anderson. The ride was 
Barnett’s first in supercross outside 
North America. 

King had to work his way to the 
front from a fourth place start in heat 
four. It took him two laps. King hada 
good battle with five-time Australian 
“Mr. Motocross” Champion Steven 
Gall for three laps before pulling 
away and getting the crowd cheering 
every time he styled off the finish line 
jump. $ 

Glover wasted little time in taking 
the lead in the first 12-lap semi, but 
just as quickly gave it away on lap 
two. 

“I was bouncing along,” said 
Glover with a grin, “and I bounced 
into the haybales in a tight section 
and stalled the engine.” 

Van den Berk and Luxembourg’s

Jacky Martens quickly scooted past, = 
but Glover was back in the lead — 
before another lap ended. Van den 
Berk held off Martens for second. 
Postema topped Carlqvist for fourth 
after Carlqvist came through traffic 
from a first turn jam. 

Semi two saw Van Doorn grab the 
lead with Dutchman Johnny Hensen 
in tow ahead of Barnett. King was up 
after a first turn tangle in 11th out of 
a 12-rider field. 

“Somebody hooked my rear wheel 
on the start,” said King. “I got dragged 
over the jump, banged hard in the 
center of my back and also got a gash 
on my right elbow which will need 
stitches after the final.” 

Barnett quickly moved into second 
and began to challenge while King 
carved his way through traffic. Bar- 
nett went down on lap eight which 
allowed Van Doorn to opena healthy. 
lead. 

“T stuck my face right into the bales 
after getting out of shape in a tight 
section,” said Barnett. “I got excited 
when I went to start the engine because 
I didn’t know how many laps were 
left. I just gassed it to the finish.” 

Barnett came up two bikelengths 
short of Van Doorn at the flag while 
King took third over Dane Peter 
Hansson and Nilsson. 

The 20-lap final nearly started 
without Glover. “I sent my mechanic 
to see what time the start was. He said 
we had time so I watched the fireworks 
display from the top of the trans- 
porter and then walked to the start 
area,” recounted Glover. “Everyone 
but me was already on the line and I 
didn’t have my bike. By the time I got 
my bike to the starting gate, the only 
spot left—on the very outside—was 
the worst one possible. I gambled on 
the start and came away with about 
fourth into turn one.” 

The tight first turn had claimed 
riders all night and this time it was 
Carlqvist among others. He parked 
his bike without ever running a lap, 

Van den Berk, King, Van Doorn 
and Glover led the field on lap one. 
Barnett was seventh. 

Glover, timing his passing moves 
for maximum efficiency on the “one 
line” track, took the lead on lap six. 
Van den Berk, Van Doorn, King, 
Martens and Barnett followed in a 
fairly tight formation. 

“Once I got the lead everything 
went pretty smooth,” said Glover. “I 
had no real problems.” 

Glover stretched out his lead and 
left the battle to those behind. Van 
Doorn, King and Barnett quickly 
went after second when Van den Berk 
bobbled out of contention. 

With four laps to go, the battle for 
second closed on leader Glover, until 
he turned up the wick. Barnett had 
earlier displaced King for third, but 
nobody had been able to bump Van 
Doorn from second, but Barnett tried 
in the final laps. Van Doorn held on. 

Glover, although able to master 
the track, and the winner, couldn’t 
get his bottle of champagne open and 
had to get assistance from a smiling 
Van Doorn. Glover hoisted his cham- 
pagne, a check for approximately 
$3,100 and a silver trophy while Van 
Doorn, caught between Glover and a 
decidedly glum-looking Barnett, 
looked apprehensive. 

A fitting close to the event saw the 
organizers take a phone hook-up to 
winner’s circle and had Glover place 
a call — amplified on the public 
address system — to his mother. No 
one was home. 

“T thought the phone call set up by 
the club was really neat,” said Glover, 
“even if I didn’t talk to anyone.” ©

Scott Brelsford made history by 
becoming the first rider to qualify a 
two-stroke for a National mile, a feat 
he performed with a Kawasaki triple 
prepared by Erv Kanemoto. 


Lowell Moural was a triple winner in 
a benefit short track at Chico, Cali- 
fornia. After winning the 360cc Expert 
class in both Scratch and Handicap 
formats, Moural won the perpetual 
trophy event run in honor of the 
Work Training Center the race was 
held to benefit. 


Kawasaki’s Jimmy Weinert took the 
overall win in the motorcycle portion 
of the SCORE Off-Road World 
Championship held at Riverside 
(California) International Raceway. 
Riding in the Open class, Weinert 
took the lead soon after the start and 
led Team Husky’s Mitch Mayes and 
the rest of the field to the checkered 
flag. Bultaco-mounted Ken Zahrt won 
the 250cc class at fifth overall, and 
Honda’s Bruce McDougal topped the 
125s running in ninth. 


Steve Bast dropped only one point en 
route to winning the track champ- 
ionship at the Ventura, California, 
speedway venue. Scott Sivadge totalled 
13 points for second on the evening. 


The American Motorcycle Associa- 
tion Board of Trustees gave its approv- 
al for AMA staff to work out details of 
AMA affiliation with the Speedway 
Motorcycle League, which planned 
to begin operations in 1975 with a 
British League-style format.

Lejeune

Honda’s Eddy Lejeune won his third straight 
World Championship when he finished 
second to his nearest challenger, Fantic’s 
Thierry Michaud, in the final round of the 


observed trials title series in 
Sweden. 

Dirty tricks played an un- 
welcome part in the event, for 
in an abortive attempt to deprive 
Lejeune of the title, the Fantic factory 
riders were instructed by their boss, 
Mario Agrati, to hinder and delay 
Lejeune at every possible opportun- 
ity and force him to finish out of time 
and thereby be excluded, which would 
allow Michaud to gain enough points 
to pass Lejeune and win the champion- 
ship. 

But the wily Lejeune soon realized 
what was happening and from the 
16th section of the 21 on each lap, 
Lejeune pressed on, getting ahead of 
Michaud on the course so that all 
delaying tactics not only affected Le- 
jeune but also Michaud. 

It was an unnecessary tactic by the 
Fantic factory boss, for his riders 
didn’t like the instruction any more 
than Lejeune did, with the result that 
Fantic’s name was dragged through 


the mud in what is normally a good- - 


natured and friendly sport. 

However, tactics aside, the odds 
were against Michaud winning and 
though the Frenchman had a two- 
mark advantage at the end of the two- 
lap, 28-kilometer trial, Lejeune, des- 
pite not looking at sections on the 
second lap, finished second which 
was good enough to give him the 
crown by eight points. 

The Belgian Honda rider is a 
worthy winner and in doing so he 
equaled the three-straight titles won 





ties. Indeed, Michaud is a worthy 
runner-up, for he has been the defi- 
nite number twoall season. Both rid- 
ers have played the game fair and 
square, remain good friends, and 
both are looking forward to another 
close contest in 1985. 

With a fourth-place finish in 
Sweden, former World Champion 
Bernie Schreiber made sure of third 
place overall with a healthy lead over 
Frenchman Phillipe Berlatier who 
failed to score on his Italjet in a rain- 
soaked Sweden. 

With the series now finished there 
are some clear conclusions to be made. 
Without any doubt Lejeune and 
Michaud are the best by a clear mar- 
gin with Californian Schreiber a dis- 
tant third, though at one stage his 
placing looked to be in jeopardy 
when Berlatier challenged. But Ber- 
latier is temperamental which hasn't 
helped him to be consistent, so 
Schreiber bettered him. At one stage 
Bernie was reconed to be a challenge 
for the top two men, particularly 
when he won the British round early 
in the year. But problems with finan- 
ces and an unsettling situation with 
his new Garelli — which is still to 
make an appearance — held Schreber 
back.

Can-Am’s John Martin took the overall win 
as the Golden Eagles M.C. hosted the next- 
to-last National of the series. This marked 
the third time in three years that the Duluth, 


Minnesota-based rider has won 
this event. Martin pounded out 
six laps of the 11.5-mile course 
in three hours for a 23 mph 
average. Husqvarna’s Kevin Hines 
and Can-Am’s Geoff Ballard placed 
second and third overall, respectively. 

Husky’s Mike Melton was the ser- 
ies point leader going into this round, 
but elected not to compete after sus- 
taining an elbow injury recently. 
Hines, second in points going in, 
planned to ride a fast but conserva- 
tive race from the outset. At the com- 
bined start for the 250cc and Open 
classes, Hines jumped to an early 
lead. As the pack left the MX track 
and headed into the wooded hillsides, 
Jack Lane held second while Ballard, 
Fritz Kadlec, Ed Lojak and Martin 
were all close to the front. 

Early in the first lap, Lojak took a 
hard fall and Ballard ran into Lojak’s 
bike. Lojak dislocated his knee and 
was forced to sit out the rest of the 
day. Ballard was underway again 
quickly, but his handlebars were bent 
back, somewhat slowing his pace. 

Martin closed rapidly on leader 
Hines and took over the front posi- 
tion near the end of the first lap. 
From that point on, Martin held the 
lead. Husky’s Kadlec punctured a tire 
on the first lap and stopped to replace 
it, losing quite a few places in the 
process. Ballard picked up his pace in 
the next few laps and passed Hines 
with his sights set on leader Martin. 
A slowing engine put Ballard ata dis- 
advantage in the later going, and 

‘Hines regained second overall. 

Martin slid to a stop and the over- 
all win just a little over the three- 
hour mark. Hines was second overall 








on his Husky 400WR, about one 
minute, 50 seconds back. Ballard was 
third at 40 seconds behind Hines. 
Kadlec recovered well from his flat 
tire troubles to take fourth overall. 
Local rider Scott Hogenson started in 
the second wave and on corrected 
time finished fifth overall on his 
Honda CR125. 


“I did what I set out to do — ride a 
conservative, but fast race to try and 


get points,” said Hines. “The course 
was really nice, with good variety, 
and traction was ideal.” ®

Pierce finished third ahead of Brun- 
dage and Falter. 

Honda-mounted Steve Piattoni 
took command of the 250cc Interme- 
diate division one class after the first 
lap but was closely pursued by Eric 
Marnoch(Hon), Greg Perolio(Hon), 
Lance Rieman (Yam) and Alan Carl- 
son (Hon). Piattoni looked very strong 
for the first half of the moto, but 
Rieman began making his way up 
through the pack. During the second 
lap, Marnoch crashed hard over a 
double jump putting him out of con- 
tention. On the same lap, Rieman 
passed Perolio and set after Piatttoni;

Aaron 
Lewis (Kaw), Pete Snyder (Hon) and 
Rob Sassen (Cag) battled tooth and 
nail in both motos. Sassen grabbed 
the early lead in the first moto with 
Lewis and Snyder close behind. Dur- 
ing lap one, Lewis nipped Sassen for 
the lead, while Snyder pressured Sas- 
sen in third. Throughout the moto, 
the trio were always within a bike- 
length apart. On the last lap, only a 
few yards from the checkered flag, a 
lapped rider caused Lewis to single a 
set of double jumps, while Sassen 
was able to fly right on by to take the 
win by inches over Lewis. Snyder fin- 
ished third ahead of Jim Connolly 
(Suz) and Kevin McCrory (Kaw). 

The second moto was just as excit- 
ing. Snyder stole the holeshot ahead 
of Lewis and Sassen. Snyder held on 
to his lead, while Sassen passed Lewis 
over the same doubles before the finish 
but was quickly repassed.

New colors and refinements are the watch- 
words for Yamaha’s 1985 motocrossers: 
they’re red-and-white now, just like Euro- 
pean models, not yellow and black, and they 


don’t sport any radical changes. 


The newest feature is found 
on the YZ125, YZ250 and YZ490, 
an innovation Yamaha calls 
Brake Actuated Suspension System 
(B.A.S.S.), designed to eliminate what 
many Yamaha riders have come to 
know as the ““Yamahop”’ encountered 
when braking over bumps. A cable 
connects the rear brake pedal to the 
rear shock reservoir; when the brake 
is applied the cable pulls a linkage

voir blow-off valve springs and redu- 
ces compression damping between 60 
to 11%. 

The YZ125, YZ250 and YZ490 all 
have a front disc brake, stronger rims 
with steel spoke nipples, stronger 
swingarms, composite instead of steel 
reed valves,.an additional bearing 
surface for the clutch arm, aluminum 
silencers with steel cores and easier 
access to the foam air filter. The 
YZ125 and YZ250 also have 0.5mm- 
larger diameter Z-spokes.

are shared by the YZ125 and YZ250. 

Both those models also have lighter 

frames, new porting and new exhaust 
ipes. 

All the YZs come with Bridgestone 
tires and have white gas tanks, fend- 
ers and side panels. Frames, fork 
boots, radiator shrouds, shock springs 
and tank decals are bright red. 

The YZ80, the smallest bike in the 
YZ line, looks the same but is almost 
all new. Most of the modifications 
are internal: The piston dome is flat- 
ter and the piston skirt length is 
changed; the ignition advance curve 
is altered to reduce misfiring at high 
rpm. Jetting is new to suit revised 
porting anda new exhaust pipe. The 
cylinder head was rebuilt to reduce 


the compression ratio from*9.6i1 to \ 


The YZ250 has about the same low end power as last year but has 
much more on top.

9.3:1 to help eliminate detonation. In 
the transmission, fifth and sixth gears 
are stronger, and longer clutch springs 
are used to prevent slippage. 

On the track, the new YZ80 is 
much faster than the old; mainly on 
top, and to go along with the more 
powerful engine, the suspension is 
well dialed-in. The fork stanchion 
tube is strengthened by using high- 
tensile steel, which helps eliminate 
fork flex. 

Last year, the YZ125 wasn’t one of 
Yamaha's proudest units: It was sev- 
erly underpowered and very pipey, 
but for ’85, the new 125 has many 
changes that will give its competi- 
tion some trouble. One of the most 
surprising moves is the use of a2mm- 
smaller carburetor. The YZ-L had a 
36mm Mikuni, while the YZ-N hasa 
34mm. Yamaha feels‘ that ‘with new

porting, pipe, reed valve, powervalve 
mods, cylinder head mods and new 
ignition curve, the 85 YZ has gained 
enough top end to allow the use of a 
smaller carb to boost low-end and 
throttle response. 

The YZ125 also has new thinner 
frame tubing; and there’s a new 
aluminum head stay running between 
the cylinder head and frame to reduce 
vibration. 

Last year the YZ125’s radiator 
mounts bent and caused radiator 
cracking. The 1985 version has 
stronger mounts and extra brackets. 

On the track, the new 125 defi- 
nitely has more power; handling and 
suspension are still first rate. The 

. B.A.S.S. system seems to work very 
well.

YZ490 connecting rod — Ricky John- 
son’s championship-winning YZ was 
modified that way, too. So we were 
surprised to find that the 1985 YZ250 
doesn't have the longer rod. Accord- 
ing to Yamaha spokesmen, engineers 
were worried about tarnishing the 
YZ250’s reputation for reliability, 
and that they’re still not certain if 
that modification causes durability 
problems. 

Instead, the YZ250 gets slightly 
increased compression and a new pis- 
ton with ribbing underneath thedome 
to increase strength. There's also a 
lighter flywheel. 

The ’85 YZ250 still has gobs of low 
end horsepower but top-end power 
has been increased. Throttle response 
is quick and clean, while it revs out 
very quickly.» ; <; EErEE E

Suspension feels very similar to 
last year’s YZ but is slightly stiffer, 
because of the use of heavier fork 
springs and slight damping mods in 
the shock. When we first rode the 250, 
the front disc brake didn’t feel very 
strong. It takes a few hours of riding 
to break the pads in before they start 
to grab; nonetheless, it still wasn’t as 
strong as we expected. 

We were very disappointed to see 
that the YZ490 isn’t water-cooled. 
The folks at Yamaha said they left off 
water-cooling to keep the cost of the 
bike down. It still will cost slightly 
more than the '84 YZ, but Yamaha 
says that the 490 will be much cheaper 
than the competition. The 490 has 
the B.A.S.S. system and the front disc 
brake; no engine performance mods 
were made. The seat is 15mm thicker 


over its entire length, the kickstart; ; | 














shaft and stopper are now machined 
as a single unit for increased strength 
and — like all the YZs — the plastic 
side panels are 0.7mm thicker. 

The YZ490 is still a very powerful 
machine, and all of that power is 
found on top. It doesn’t have earth- 
shattering low end, but it makes up 
for it from mid-range on up. How- 
ever, vibration is a problem through- 
out the powerband. Because of the 
abrupt power change from low-end 
to mid-range and the vibration, the 
490 is a handful to ride. 

Handling-wise, stability is the 490’s 
strongpoint. Its suspension works 
very well and can keep up with the 
powerful motor on rough tracks. The

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Harley-Davidson’s Trihawk 


A look at three-wheeled motorcyling

Driving the Trihawk 


Driving the Trihawk? Yes. ‘Though techni- 
cally a motorcycle, the Trihawk responds to 
steering input as does a small sports car. The 
control layout is pure automotive stuff: the 


gas, brake and clutch pedals on 
the floor, gearshift lever to the 
driver’s right, and a steering 
wheel with stalk-mounted turn 


signals will make the auto buff feel 
right at home. 

‘The Citroen engine is equipped 
with a manual choke, which will 
prompt the engine to light instantly 
with a twist of the ignition key. The 
transmission easily snicks into gear, 
and with application of gas and 
clutch, you’re off! 

A first-time Trihawk pilot will 
probably break the wheels loose with 
a decisive chirp: the engine’s reason- 

‘ably powerful, and the clutch engages 





suddenly. Interior space is tight, and 
successfully engaging second gear 
takes a conscious effort at moving the 
shift lever straight back. Up through 
the gears, and the Trihawk reaches 
speed with a glorious exhaust note 

trailing off behind. 

At highway speed, the first thing 
that’s noticed is how smooth the air- 
stream is for an open-topped vehicle. 
Air spills smoothly off the top of the 
windshield, without the familiar 
sports-car burble and turbulence. The 
engine makes a fair amount of racket, 
but the smooth air stream enables 
driver and passenger to talk comfor- 
tably with the top down. 

‘ \ (Off the highway, around‘a corner, 





and down a narrow two-laner, the 
Trihawk steers precisely, without the 


slightest hint of wallow or wander. 
The overwhelming sensation is how 
easily the Trihawk flicks through the 
twisties. In automotive terms, the 
Trihawk tends to “understeer” (mean- 
ing that as the cornering forces in- 
crease, the steering wheel must be 
cranked farther to maintain a turning 
radius), which makes for easily-con- 
trolled high speed cornering. The 
Trihawk tempts its driver to test the 
limits of tire adhesion; it is a vehicle 
which can transform commuting into 
a joyous experience. 


The Trihawk’s cornering prowess 
is no accident. The front track (dis- 
tance between the centers of the front 
wheels) is enormous: in fact, the 
Trihawk’s track is nearly as wide as 
that of a Rolls-Royce Silver Spirit. 
However, unlike the Rolls, the center 
of gravity is extremely low on the 
Trihawk. The flat-four engine, 
coupled with the low seating position, 
means that with two passengers 
aboard, the Trihawk’s center of gra- 
'vity isa mere half-inch abovetheaxle 





center — 12 inches off the ground! 

Are there peculiarities to the Tri- 
hawk? Well, afew. Having two wide- 
set front wheels, with the single rear 
wheel centered between them, makes 
for exciting moments when dodging 
potholes. In addition, bumps and ex- 
pansion joints on a freeway seem to 
hit the Trihawk on three planes (left, 
right and center) — which seems to 
transform those bumps intoa length- 
wise vibration. The wide front track 
and limited steering movement make 
for a 37-foot turning circle. U-turns 
at intersections are difficult, at best. 

But the most interesting aspect of 
driving a Trihawk occurs after park- 
ing and walking away from it. Inevit- 
ably, the driver has completely fogot- 
ten about the absence of the fourth 
wheel. It’s usually in this sudden flash 
of realization — the ‘““OhMyGosh! I 
forgot it’s a three-wheeler!’’ — that a 
Trihawk pilot comes to grips with 
what this machine is all about. The 
Trihawk is a lightweight, sporty and 
fun-to-drive car. 

No... notquiteacar. A Trihawk 
is a Trihawk, and is comparable to

is a lightweight, high-performance 
vehicle. It is fun — not frightening — 
to drive. The Trihawk is well de- 
signed, well built, and completely 
practical as daily transportation. 

Is a Trihawk more car than motor- 
cycle? Yes and no. After running 
through a tank of gas with one, I’m 
still not sure. I do know that cars are 
typically slow, ponderous vehicles 
that are best classified as “‘transporta- 
tion.” And that motorcycles are quick, 
responsive, open-air vehicles that are 
ajoy toride. The Trihawk? A combin- 
ation of both. With a retail price of 
$11,888, the Trihawk is a very serious 
vehicle. Its success in the marketplace 
will depend more on public accept- 
ance, than on the basis of engineering. 

One thing’s for sure: the Trihawk 
is fun. It puts a smile on your face, 
and on the faces of all those sharing 
the road with you. e 





Harley-Davidson and the 
Trihawk 


Last June, the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company acquired 
Hawk Vehicles, manufacturer 
of the Trihawk. Jeffery Bleu- 


stein, Vice President of Harley-David- 
son (and longtime three-wheel en- 
thusiast) has been named. to head the 








new operation. At this time, plans are 
for Trihawk to operate as a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Harley; it is 
unlikely that the Harley-Davidson 
name will be directly associated with 
the Trihawk. Since the acquisition is 
so recent, precise marketing plans for 
the three-wheeler are as yet undecided. 
However, ina recent Cycle News inter- 
view, Bleustein gave some hints about 
Trihawk’s future. 

“The most important thing about 
the Trihawk is the public’s percep- 
tion; to get people to accept the 
concept of three-wheeled transporta- 
tion. Personally, I feel there’s enor- 
mous potential with the Trihawk. 
Once someone drives it, they'usually 
hooked. I know I was... shoot, I 
took a drive in one and bought the 
whole company!” 

But more important than Bleu- 
stein’s concern over public acceptance, 
were his thoughts about the classifica- 
tion of the Trihawk. 

“T think it’s unfortunate . . . there 
have been a couple of articles about 
this vehicle, and they've mentioned 
that the Trihawk represents a ‘loop- 
hole’ in automotive regulations. Not 
so. The regulations defining a three- 
wheeler as a motorcycle have been 
around for a long time, and those 
regulations exist for a reason. That 
reason is to promote lightweight, fuel- 
efficient vehicles that couldn’t exist 
as automobiles. The design and con-

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loophole: it is an opportunity.” 

Harley-Davidson plans to position 
the Trihawk as a distinctly different 
kind of vehicle. The Trihawk will be 
presented as neither sports car or 
motorcycle: Harley intends to build 
the image of the Trihawk as a Tri- 
hawk. At the present time, it isunlike- 
ly that the Trihawk will be marketed 
through the Harley-Davidson dealer 
network. 

“Our motorcycle dealers just aren’t 
set up for it,” said Bleustein. “The 
Trihawk is physically larger than a 
motorcycle — and properly displaying 
the vehicle in the showroom becomes 
a problem. Motorcycle service bays 
typically aren’t big enough, and 
there’s seldom room to get anything 
but motorcycles in and out of them. 
We haven't discounted the possibility 
of marketing the Trihawk through 
our dealers . . . we just feel that it’s 
not the best way to present the vehicle. 


Right now, we're in the midst of. 


lining up the first Trihawk dealers 
—we’'ll probably have a few by the 
time your article appears in print.” 

The obvious question is the future 


of the Trihawk project. Frankly, it’s . 


too soon to tell: Harley's first contact 
with Hawk Vehicles was in March, 
1984, and the swift acquisition has 


made production, and, distribution 
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the immediate priorities. It’s even 
unclear where the Trihawk will be 
produced. However, some things have 
been resolved. For instance, the 
powerplant. 

“The Citroen engine is proven and 
reliable. It is smooth, responsive and 
ideally suited for the Trihawk. At 
this time, Citroen is willing to supply 
these engines in sufficient quantity 
for our anticipated production. Other 
powerplants are, of course, possi- 
ble... I'm sure you're wondering 
about the Nova (Harley-Davidson’s 
prototype V-4 motorcycle engine). 
The Nova’sa possibility, but it would 
most likely appear in a different 
vehicle. This model, the Trihawk 
304, is designed for and will continue 
to use the Citroen engine.” 

When asked about new models, 
Bleustein was understandably evasive. 

“The first step is to get people to 
accept the concept of three-wheelers. 
Once these vehicles are in production 
and on the streets, it will be easier for 
us to expand the product line. We do 
intend to offer other models in the 
future... perhaps a high perfor- 
mance version, a lower cost model, or 
one that’s fully enclosed . . . but all 
with the unmistakable Trihawk fam- 
ily resemblance. We expect the Tri- 
hawk- to be around for a long time.’

Sargis drills 
MDRA drags

BAKERSFIELD, CA, SEPT. 15-16 
Clark Sargis topped Nigel Pat- 
rick in a thriller to win the 
Funnybike portion of the Mo- 
torcycle Drag Racing Associa- 
tion’s Gold Cup Championship first 
round at Famoso Drag Strip. 

Sargis qualified number one on 
Saturday with an 8.22-second run at 
163.93 mph, and was looking for- 
ward to the Low ET/Top Speed 
money after Nigel Patrick broke. But 
after an all-night session at the RC 
Engineering shop in Huntington 
Beach anda long early-morning drive, 
Patrick returned to set both ends of 
the MDRA Funny Bike record at 
8.13/169.95. 

Sargis advanced to the final with a 
consistant 8.23 over John Griego’s 
slowing 9.24. Patrick laid down an 
off-pace 8.62 that held over Bob Trus- 
sell’s ailing 9.43. 

The win light told the story as Sar- 
gis, with an 8.24/165.74, edged out 
Patrick’s 8.34/169.95 in the closest 
Funny Bike final seen here lately. 

In Pro Stock, Mark Sauro set an 
MDRA ET record at an 8.81 for the 
top qualifying position. The second 
qualifier and MDRA top speed record 
setter was Lee Hayes at 146.81. In the 
semi-final round Sauro trailered Jeff 
Davis with an 8.93 to 9.33, and Hayes 
finished off Gary “Too Cool” Fee, 
8.95-9.73, to advance to the finals. 
Hayes matched the ET record at 8.81 
to win over Sauro’s 8.90. 

The semi-final round of ProComp 
matched the nitro Harley of Clyde 
Rawlings against top qualifier and 
MDRA Pro Comp ET record setter 
(8.88), Ray Richardson. Rawlings 
lost the throttle momentarily at 
three-quarter’s distance and had to 
settle for semi-final money at 9.20 as 
Richardson laid down an 8.98. Kevin 
Murphy’s holeshot moved him to the 
finals with a 9.05 over top speed 
record setter (146.81) Gary Pena’s 
quicker 8.97. The final was decided 
before the starting line as Murphy 
had to shut down due to mechanical 
problems and gave Richardson a bye 
for the win; but, showing himself to 
be a true professional, Richardson 
pleased the crowd with an 8.90 pass. 

In Pro-ET Randy Rannberg, on 
the Eyeball Engineering Kawasaki 
triple, took top honors over Vince 
Bocchini’s DVR Kawasaki 1105. 

After five rounds in Street ET, 
Tom Thurman emerged victorious 
onan 1100cc Suzuki with Glen Gero, 
on the Advanced Machine 870cc Suzu- 
ki, taking runner-up. 

Donley/Colt 45/Minor won Har- 
ley Eliminator with Tom Pakalus 
the runner-up, and in Topjian the 
semi-finalist.

Williams got the best start in the 
main followed by Hull, Tim Kay and 
McCraken.

Two for Ellis 
at Argyll White 
Knuckle MX

DIXON, CA, SEPT. 2-3 
Traditionally, Labor Day is 
supposed to be a celebration 
honoring our hard work in 
which weare treated toa day of 


rest and relaxation. Not quite so, in 
the two-day White Knuckle Labor 
Day MX at Argyll Cycle Park. This 








year’s event, the 10th Annual, proved 
to be one arduous affair capable of 
making a longshoreman whimper in 
pain. 

The Sportsmen ran two 15-minute 
motos on Sunday and a third on 
Monday morning. The Pros went for 
a $1500 purse on Monday afternoon 
in a pair of body-zapping, 30-minute 
motos. Both days the temperature 
was well over 100 degrees as the 
record setting summer heat wave con- 
tinued. 

The 250cc and Open Pro classes 
were dominated by Sierra/Answer/ 
Marushin/Yamaha Support rider Jim 
Ellis as he won three out of four motos. 

Ellis won the first Open moto by a 
wide margin as attrition took its toll 
with riders dropping out of conten- 
tion like bugs in a Roach Motel. First 
Hi-Point/Honda of Sacramento's 
Dave Coupe lost an ignition on the 
far side of the track (far meaning the 
farthest spot on the track in relation 
to his van’s location). Then Jo Jo 
Wright squashed a rear wheel as he 
leaped over the plateau and landed 
hard on the flat area following. Honda 
riders Joey Schlag, Kevin Green and 
Kirk Carter, and Yamaha-mounted 
Tom Sweeney also fell to the way- 
side. Hi-Point/Honda-mounted Larry 
“Dashin’ ” Dashiel was a survivor as 
he chased Ellis to a second-place fin- 
ish. Bill Jamerson and Tim Phillis 
brought their big-bore Suzukis in for 
third and fourth, respectively. 

Wright had a new wheel hung on 
the swingarm for moto two and he 
was out for business when the gate 
dropped. Ellis and Wright went for 
the big-bore big-bucks boogie for the 
first half of the moto until Wright 
took control and motored to the se- 
cond moto win. Ellis used his head 
and finished second for the overall 
win since Wright wasa DNF the first 
moto. Finishing with another third 
was Jamerson whose consistency 
earned second overall. Dashiel en- 
countered some problems in the se- 
cond go-‘round and finished fourth 
for third overall. 

It was “Dicin’ Tyson” Vohland 
pulling both 250cc Pro holeshots 
aboard his Hi-Point/Yamaha-Sup- 
port YZ250L and setting some super- 
quick lap times while leading Ellis. 
Then, as the halfway sign was dis- 
played, Ellis methodically closed the 
gap on Tyson and passed in the later 
laps. The lines, moves and stamina 
Ellis has developed during this year’s 
Nationals was apparent. 

After Ellis and Vohland came the 
“Kamakazi,” Jimmy Robertson, as a 
4-3 score secured third overall for the 
R.C. Suzuki-mounted rider. Robert- 
son did, however, have to take a pit 
stop during the first moto to “‘toss his 
sushi” due to the heat. 

Tyson Vohland was shining bright 
in both 125cc Pro motos as he stayed 
in the hunt right off the start, moved 
into the lead early and pulled away to 
a pair of wins. 

Second place in the first moto was 
secured by Honda-mounted Gary 
Smith. Brad Burns, on a Suzuki, held 
on for third place ahead of Danny 
Turner, who hadn’t been on a motor- 
cycle in over six months until he rode 
practice Monday morning! Turner is 
returning to motocross competition 
and, thanks to Dave Coupe for loan- 
ing him his Hi-Point/FMF Honda 
and Sierra’s Uncle Bob for the Metzler, 
he showed everyone the W.F.O1’ Boy 
still had it in him. 

Vohland’s win in the second moto, 
of course, earned him the overall 
money. Yamaha-mounted Jon Nel- 
son took second place this time while 
Turner, clicking off lap times half-a- 
second quicker than Vohland’s best, 
moved from the back of the pack up 
to third, which was good for second 
overall.
